Dear Ms. Best: 

This is an interim response to the request for information that you sent to the Department of 
Energy (DOE) under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. You requested: 

Copies of documents, including but not limited to emails, memos, letters, reports, 
briefs and call logs, referring to, discussing or generated as a result of referrals to 
and consultations with the Federal Bureau of Investigation and other components 
of the Department of Justice (Criminal Division, Civil Division, National Security 
Division, the Attorney General's office, etc.), regarding instances of unauthorized 
disclosures of information (AKA leaks) for investigation and/or prosecution 
between January 20,1981 (or the date of creation of this agency, whichever came 
first) and the present. 

In your letter, you requested a waiver of all fees associated with the processing of this request. 
For purposes of assessment of any fees, you have been categorized under the DOE regulation 
that implements the FOIA at Title 10, Code of Federal Regulations (CFR), Section 1004.9(b)(3), 
as a “news media” requester. Requesters in this category are charged fees for duplication only 
and are provided 100 pages at no cost. At this time, fees for the request are not expected to 
exceed $15.00, the minimum amount at which DOE assesses fees, and we will not address the 
request for a fee waiver. If fees are expected to exceed $15.00, we will address the fee waiver or 
contact you regarding a fee agreement.
